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A HANGING AND A LESSON 
Late this m onth — on October 19 , to be ex ­ 
act — California will hang young William Ed­ 
ward Hick man for the m urder of Marion Park er. 
The operation will tak e place at San Quentin 
prison, and when it is over the “Hick man case” 
will have reached its conclusion and we shall 
forget about it. 
Given a civilization such as we have, it hard ­ 
ly seems that anything else could have been done 
w ith the young m an. 
Yet, before this last act 
is played, it m ight be good for us to reconsider 
his case and see w hat lesson there may be in it 
for us. 
‘Hick man’s crime was unspeak ably atrocious. 
It was the k ind of deed tha t blinds a community 
and arouses an overwhelming dem and for ven­ 
geance. 
Hick man was given a trial, but he was 
as good as hanged before it started. 
From the 
moment of his arrest, one thing was certain: he 
would pay with his life. 
Now all of 
tha t is, after all, 
only to be 
ex pected. 
But where our society fell short is in its con­ 
duct before the crime ever took place. 
Hick man was abnormal. 
His m other had 
been insane, given to murderous impulses such 
as tha t to which he finally succumbed. He had 
committed a num ber of crimes and had been in 
the hands of 
the police. 
His entire 
history 
pointed 
straight to some dreadful 
outbreak . 
Surely, with all of the. k nowledge of modern 
science at our disposal, it ought to have been 
possible to have foreseen w hat was coming. 
To have a probation 
officer attached to a 
juvenile court is an ex cellent thing. 
But why 
would it not be even better to give each p roba­ 
tion officer the aid of a qualified p sychiatrist9 
Such a 
specialist, who would have 
ex amined 
Hick man and his record long before the m urder 
of little Marion Park er, would have been able to 
detect the homicidal impulse in his mak eup, and 
to foretell that some day it would find an outlet. 
Hick man could have been confined, and a fright­ 
ful crime would have been avoided. 
Something lik e this we m ust do, sooner or 
later. After a crime is committed it is too late. 
Prevention must be our goal. 
Our high-speed 
civilization seems to breed neurotics. 
Why not 
recognize the 
fact and adopt 
precautionary 
measures? 
T hat way we m ight save ourselves 
m any tragedies.

A pleasant 
and well modu lated voice is an 
asset to any m an or woman and 
this is brou ght abou t by sing­ 
ing correctly. Mu sical edu cation 
in the schools may not be of es­ 
pecial valu e from a 
vocational 
standpoint du ring the stu dent’s 
school life, bu t it may mean a 
great deal to him later. 
Efficiency means u sing 
the

tu al way of doing anything. It 
may su rprise many

A HANGING AND A LESSON 


Late this month — on October 19, to J»e ex- 


act — California Will hang young William Ed- 
watd Hickman for the murder of Marion Parker. 
The operation will take place at San Quentin 
prison, and when it is over the "Hickman case" 
will have reached its conclusion and we shall 
forget about it. 


Given a civilization such as we have, it hard- 


ly seems that anything else could have been done 
with the young man. 
Yet, before this last act 


is played, it might be good for us to reconsider 
his case and see what lesson there may be in it 
for us. 


*Hickman's crime was unspeakably atrocious. 


It was the kind of deed that blinds a community 
and arouses an overwhelming demand for ven- 
geance. Hickman was given a trial, but he was 
as good as hanged before it started. From the 
moment of his arrest, one thing was certain: he 
would pay with his life. 


Now all of that is, after all, only to be 


expected. 
. 


But where our society fell short is in its con- 


duct before the crime ever took place. 


Hickman was abnormal. 
His mother had 


been insane, given to murderous impulses such 
as that to which he finally succumbed. He had 
committed a number of crimes and had been in 
the hands of the police. 
His entire history 


pointed straight to some dreadful outbreak. 
Surely, with all of the. knowledge of modern 
science at our disposal, it ought to have been 
possible to have foreseen what was coming. 


To have a probation officer attached to a 


juvenile court is an excellent thing. 
But why 


would it not be even better to give each proba- 
tion officer the aid of a qualified psychiatrist? 
Such a specialist, who would have examined 
Hickman and his record long before the murder 
of little Marion Parker, would liave been able to 
delect the homicidal impulse hi his makeup, and 
to foretell that some day it would find an outlet. 
Hickman could have been confined, and a fright- 
ful crime would have been avoided. 


Something like this we must do, sooner or 


later. After a crime is committed it is too late. 
Prevention must be our goal. 
Our high-speed 


civilization, seems to breed neurotics. Why not 
recognize the fact and adopt precautionary 
measures? 
That way we might save .ourselves 


many tragedies.

Musicians of 
any kind have to learn to co- 
operate and work together. Mu- 
sic also cultivates the spirit of 
altruism. Young people should 
be encouraged to hold their tal- 
ents in readiness for free 
and 


frequent use for the good of the 
community. This use reacts upon 
the individual in a very positive 
way for good and is a 
strong 


influence for counter acting ev- 
il tendencies. 


The practice of music is a 
great means of physical develop- 
ment. To the singer and player 
there comes the finest kind of 
being development. "The physi- 
cal control necessary for 
the 


successful playing of an instru- 
ment or in singing, will induce 
habits of physical, poise 
and 


mental equilibrium that makes 
for culture, strength of charac- 


Another great value of music 


is its vocational value we 
see 


many young 
people working 


their way through college 
by 


playing and singing. 


Any professional or business 


man should learn to express 
themselves in a forceful 
and 


convincing-manner. A pleasant 
and well modulated voice is an 
asset to any man or woman and 
this, is brought about by sing- 
ing "correctly. Musical education 
in the schools may not be of es- 
pecial value from a 
vocational 


standpoint during the student's 
school life, but it may mean a 
great deal to him later. 


Efficiency means using 
the 


-tasiest, shortest, and most effec- 
tual way of doing anything. It 
may surprise many people to 
learn that music is the 
best 


efficiency study on the ' whole 
list. Reading music is an excel- 
lent mental training, because It 
requires the reader to do sev- 
eral things at the same time. 
In every other subject one pupil 
may go as rapidly or as slowly 
as he pleases, but in music the 
pace is set and his mind must 
keep up. 
Another great value of music 


is in connection with using our 
leasure-time.; It is only in the 
last few years that the -leisure 
problem" has begun to trouble 
our sociologists. It is becoming 
more and more common to di- 
vide the day into three part:— 
eight hours 
for work, 
eight 


hours for sleep and eight hours 
for eating and recreation. 
The 


happiness, the sanity, and the 
morality of the world probably 
depends more upon the third di- 
vision of the day than 
upon 


either of the others. What pow- 
er can we exert that shall insure 
a worthy use of leasure on the 
part of the working man? How 
shall we cause him so to spend 
his spare time as to be happier 
in his own life, better equipped 
physically, intellectually, 
and 


morally, and of more use to his 
family, his neighborhood, 
and 


his country? 
These questions 


may be answered in the same 
wayf that is by teaching 
him 


during childhood to do tilings 
which are not only pleasurable 
and useful at the time but which 
he will enjoy doing after he has 
grown up and become a wage I 
earner. This means stimulating 
interest in litreature, history and 
various other fields so that he 
will want to read during his 
spare hours. It'means encourag- j 
ing physical training and var- 
ious athletic games that he.will 
be likely to be interested in af- 
tr he has reached man's estate.

Urbana, In.,—(#•)—During Oc- 


tober a brilliant star will 
be 


seen low in the southwest after 
t 
sunset. It is Venus, the evening 
star, the brightest object in the 
heavens except the sun and the 
moon. 


Setting 50 minutes after the. 


sun on October 1, at the end of 
the month the delay 
increases 


to an hour and a half. Through- 
out the fall and winter Venus 
will remain a conspicuous feat- 
ure in the western sky in the 
early evening. 


Actually the evening star is 


not a star at all, but a planet 


I like the earth—a 
cold, dark 


globe shining by reflected sun- 
light. Venus outshines the stars 
simply becaue it is not so far 
away. 
Venus is nearer the sun than 


we are. Its distance from 
the 


tun is 67 million miles, while the 
earth's distance 
is 93 million 


miles. Traveling at the rate of 22 
miles a second Venus completes 
the circuit around the sun in 
225 days, gaining a lap on the 
slower moving earth once in 584 
days; this is the apparent 
per- 


iod of its revolution around the 
sun, as we see it. 


Viewed from the earth the 


nearly circular orbit of Venus is 
nearly edgewise, so that 
the 
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planet appears to oscillate, first 
to the east of the sun as'an ev- 
ening star when it appears in 
the eastern sky before sunrise. 


On July 1 Venus crossed east- 


ward behind-the sun at its' max- 
imum distance of 160 
million 


miles from the earth and then 
became the evening star. Since 
that time it has been swinging 
steadily to the.east and toward 
us, increasing in brightness and 
in elevation at sunset. 


It is now between two and 


three times brighter than the 
great planet 
Jupiter 
which1 


comes into view in the eastern 
sky soon after sunset; and it is 
six times brighter than Sirius, 
the Dog Star, the brightest of 
the real stars. 


Venus will reach the limit of 


its eastward movement on Feb- 
ruary 7, 1929. Then it will swing 
back toward the sun, and on Ap- 
ril 20 it will cross to the 
west 


side, becoming a morning star 
for the remainder of the 
year. 


At this conjunction the planet, 
,will be only 26 million 
miles 


from the earth. 
The greatest brilliancy as an 


evening star is 
attained 
on 


March 15, 1929, when it will be 
two and, ;a half times 
brighter 


than it is at present—so bright 
in fact that it will then 
be 


plainly visible to the naked eye 
at midday, if one knows exact- 
ly where to look for it. 
•* 


Through the telescope Venus 


is interesting because it shows 
phases like those of the moon. 
At present it resembles a gibbous 
moon. Most observers have been 
unable to detect any markings 
on the planet. Recent 
photo- 


graphs with the great reflecting 
telescopes on Mount Wilson in 
California show that its disk is 
crossed by cloud bands like those 
of Jupiter; in addition it 
has 


bright spots which bear 
some 


resemblance to the polar caps 
of Mars. 


These markings are in its at- 


mosphere. No one has yet" looked 
through to the planet's surface.
